I the ISR. 

I The above-mentioned documents do not show that heating a thioamide compound at around 368°C 
produces a triamide compound and simple sulfur, and, in turn, the formation of simple sulfur facilitates the 
formation of a pyrite film. Accordingly, it would not be easy to derive the condition that the growth part is at a 
temperature of 375-425°C nor a feature wherein a metal sulfide thin film is manufactured under the conditions 
Ifor the growth of a triamide compound, from the above-mentioned documents. 

(3) The subject matter of claim 12 does not appear to be novel in view of documents 1 and 2 cited m the ISR. 

The subject matter of claim 12 identifies metal sulfide thin films by a manufacturing method; however, 
Ithose identified by a manufacturing method are considered to be the finally obtained substances. So, it is 
considered that the said subject matter is the same as those of documents 1 and 2 that describe metal sulfide thin|
